‘Sick of games,’ Red Cross 
abandons 1,000 wounded 


BEIRUT (UPl) The Red 
Ci-oss fhui'sday abandoned ef¬ 
forts to reach an estimated 
1.000 wounded In the besieged 
Tal Zaatar Palestinian camp. 
Christian gunners opened fire 
on the camp as rescue units 
approached. 

The renewed heavy fighting 
prevented the International 
Red Cross from rescuing 
wounded from Tal Zaatar. the 
Palestinian camp under siege 
in Christian Beirut for more 
than a month. 

A convoy of Red Cross am¬ 
bulances drove toward the 
camp shortly after dawn 
when the partial truce ap¬ 
peared to be taking hold. 
However, a scout car which 
had driven ahead frantically 
radioed back, "all hell is 
breaking loose." The ambu¬ 
lances were then forced to 
turn back. 


Red Cross s{X)kesman Jecin 
Hoefliger said further at¬ 
tempts were being called off 
until a "real ceasefire" takes 
hold. 

“We are sick of playing 
games. \Ve cannot deal any 
more with half-day cease¬ 
fires. Either the w'arring par¬ 
ties recognize that or the 
whole thing is off," he said. 

An estimated l.OtX) wounded 
are isolated in the camp with¬ 
out medicines. Up to 100 of 
the w'ounded are seriously in¬ 
jured and X dying for lack of 
medical attention, according 
to Pale.stinian sources. 

For the second straight day, 
Christian gunners opened^ fire 
on units of the Arab League 
peace-keeping force that 
moved in the "green line" se¬ 
parating Moslem western and 
Christian eastern sectors of 
the capital. 

Nine Saudi soldiers were 


wounded when eight mortar 
shells from the Christian side 
fell in the deadly 800-yard 
stretch of no-man’s land be¬ 
tween Barbir hospital and the 
National Museum in southern 
Beirut, soldiers on the scene 
said. 

The wounded were taken to 
the Saudi field hospital at 
Beirut airport where the rest 
of the 2,300-man Libyan, 
Syrian and Saudi Arabian 
forces have been stationed for 
the past month. 

Moslem leftists took their 
first stop towards formalizing 
the de facto partition of the 
war-torn country, announcing 
the formation of a govern¬ 
ment council to administer 
their half of Beirut. 

The council was seen as a 
counterbalance to govern¬ 
mental structure.^ the Chris- 
tain rightists set up last 
month.

A background study pre¬ 
pared by government officials 
for the Habitat conference 
also said high costs resulted 
from intense demand for a 
limited land supply. 

But unlike the HUDAC 
shidy, the Habitat document 
conduded that monopoly con¬ 
trol over land ownership in 
many Canadian centres was 
probably a big factor in 
higher prices.

First, news reports in the 
Toi-onto Star claimed an Im¬ 
poster was living with Canadi¬ 
an athletes in the maximum- 
security Olympic Village. 

However, police and Olym¬ 
pic officiais, after questioning 
members of - the Canadian 
relay track team, said they 
were satisfied the reports re¬ 
sulted from a hoax played on 
a Star reporter. 

Earlier, police sealed and 
.searched the track team'jt 
nxjjjn on the second floor of 
Pryamid B. for Paul Wilkin¬ 


son of Oregon, a fiiend of one 
of the team members. 

In another incident at Bro- 
monl, Que., a West German 
reporter was wrestled to the 
ground at equestrian competi¬ 
tions when he tried to ap¬ 
proach Queen Elizabeth. 

An official said Wolfgang 
Uhrig of Doi^mstadt, covering 
the competitions for Verband 
S[X)rts, tried to enter an area 
reserved for reporters accre¬ 
dited for pool coverage of the 
royal tour. - 

While Uhrig had Games ac- 
ci*editation, he did not have 
passes for the royal tour, and 
was told twice by police 
guards'to leave the area. He 
ignored tha warnings,- the

Alert Bay faces threat of lengthy Hydro blackouts

Before leaving Port 
McNeil, I run into John Van 
CTeemput, patrolman for B.C. 
H.vdro, stationed at Alert Bay. 

Van Cleemput takes a swing 
at B.C. Hjrdro in general and 
Robert Bonner in particular. 
The reason; B.C. Hydro is re¬ 
ducing staff by pulling out pa¬ 
trolmen from certain areas. 

Alert Bay has had a patrol¬ 
man for years, but now he's 
to be moved to Pori Hardy for 
economy reasons. 

"That's just stupid. ’ says 
Van Ciecmpiit, fwinting out 
that f»eople at Alert Bay 
would be stuck without power 
for hours if there were an ou¬ 
tage after 9 p.m. or during 
rough weather. 

"There’s no way of getting 
to Alert Bay after the ferries 
stop running at 9 p.m.,’’ he 
says. 

Last year, he says, there 
were 35 outages ih^ Alert Bay 
and he was able to deal with 
them all immediately. 

For Van Cleemput's money, 
r>onner doesn't know a 
damned thing about patiril- 


men and he^s prepared to quit 
his .job over the issue. Nob^y 
pushes John Van Cleemput 
around, not even Robert Bon¬ 
ner, B.C. Hydro chairman. 

We pile back into the bus 
and leave for Port Alice. 

Andy Anderson, manager of 
forestation and lands for 
Rayonler* Canada Ltd., is our 
four guide for the next while. 

Rayonier is big here. The 
company is one of the main 
employers of the area and has 
a lot of clout, as we are to 
find out later in Port Alice. 

Anderson asks the driver to 
sto[) at Marble River Park, a 
33-8ite campground set in 
beautifully wild surroundings. 

Rayonier. says Anderson 
not without pride, has spent 
$104,000 on the' park so far, 
and there has been no help 
from the government. 

He says forest companies 
should be allowed to list such 
expenditures when the gov¬ 
ernment e.stablishes 8tumf)age 
rates. 

This is too much for Karen 
Sanford, New Democratic 
Party ML.\ for the area. 

Is it not in the company’s

Preserve wage parity 
UAW warns Canada 


DETROIT (AP) — The 
United Auto Workers 
un^ has warned Canada’s 
,\nti - Inflation Board that it 
will not settle on new con¬ 
tracts with the auto industry 
this year unless wage parity 
between its U.S. and Canadian 
members is preserved. 

"It’s inconceivable we’d 
walk away with a different 
agreement for U.S. and Cana¬ 
dian workers,” UAW Vice- 
President Douglas Fraser 
said Wednesday as he opened 
talks on new contracts with 
Chrysler Corp. 

The Anti - Inflation Board 
could veto a settlement for 
Canadian workers which ex¬ 
ceeds government guidelines. 
That action might stall settle¬ 


ments in the United States as 
well, UAW officials say. 

The UAW began talks this 
week on new three-year con¬ 
tracts covering about 668,000 
U.S. and 50,000 Canadian 
workers at General Motors. 
Ford. Chrysler and American 
Motors. Current agreements 
expire in mid-September. 

The UAW has separate, but 
fwrallel, pacts for Canadian 
workers at GM, Ford and 
AMC. At Chrysler, however, 
the union has one* agreement 
covering employees in both 
countries. 

Bargainers for GM and 
Chrysler have said they aren’t 
worried about the Anti-Infla¬ 
tion Board holding up a set¬ 
tlement because they do not 
believe new agreements will 
exceed wage limits.

Henning described the pro¬ 
posal as "most unsports¬ 
manlike." 

The Russian team lost 3-2 to 
the Netherlands, tied 5-5 with 
Romania and beat Mexico 7-4 
before forfeiting its fourth 
game. 

Hauch said the continuing 
problems In’team sports and 
ihoae involving human Jud¬ 
gements have prompted the 
Jntemaitional Olympic Cbm^ 
mfttee to consider dropping 
some from future games.

So I think 
ihere’s a good possibility that 
judges will soon have moni¬ 
tors so they can watch replays 
before scoring the dive.” 

In another development, the 
International Olympic Com¬ 
mittee announced it has re¬ 
fused an application by 23- 
year-old James Gilkes, a top 
sprinter on Guyana’s Olympic 
team, to compete on an indi- 
JviduaJ basis despite his 
country’s Withdrawal earlier 
this week. 

An roc statement said 
Gilkes’ application was re¬ 
fused "since his entry was 
withdrawn by the mdional 
Olympic committee of 
Guyana with those bf the en¬ 
tire team.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — A 
mentally disturi)ed man broke 
into one of India’s nuclear re¬ 
actors in 1969 and threw 
switches willy-nilly, acwrding 
to documents disclosed at a 
federal, hearing. 

The documents say the in¬ 
cident occurred at the Tara- 
pur nuclear reactor near 
Bombay soon after it began to 
produce electrical ixwer. 

The U.S. Atomic Energy 
Commission documents, 
marked "official use only." 
are available to public scru¬ 
tiny this week during nuclear 
regulatory conimission hear¬ 
ings on whether the United 
States should sell India more 
nuclear fuel. 

According to the 1969 AEX^ 
report,, the alarm systems 
went off at the Tarapur reac¬ 
tion early in the morning of 
Sept. 8. 1969. 

"Staff went to the switch 
gear room to check for abnor¬ 
malities apd noticed an tmk- 
nown person in the breaker 
area," the report says.

Susp«k;t was 
not very coherent and has a 
record of mental disturbance

Police dragnet 
for kidnappers 
is tightened 


REDWOOD OITY, Oalif. 
(UPI) — Thirty sheriff’s dep¬ 
uties Thursday searched for 
gun* on the idb-acre f«^;nily 
estate of the operator of a 
quarry where 26 kidnapped 
schoolchildren and their bus * 
driver were entombed a week 
ago. . 

The estate was the focal 
point of a manhunt in the 
wealthy suburbs south of 
San Francisco for three men 
wanted in the abduction and 
16-hour underground impris¬ 
onment of the victims, from 
Ghowchilla, Calif. 

With three sheriffs directing 
the hunt, deputies armed with 
a search wan^t sought clues 
after the Sacramento and 
Fresno Bee newrspapers re¬ 
ported the kidnappers ‘might 
have been sons of prominent 
families in San Mateo county. 

The estate 4s owned by the 
family of- Fred Nickerson 
Wood*, operator of the quarry 
in Livermore, Calif., about 45 
miles east of San Francisco. 

Woods, son. Fred Newhall 
Woods, 25, is wanted by police 
for questioning. One area of 


the questioning was believed 
to concern the purchase last 
November of a moving van 
and three smaller vans used 
in the abduction. 

Deputies found about 100 
cars and trucks. lined up in 
rows in a clearing of the es¬ 
tate. One vian was similar to 
the one in wrhich the children 
were sealed • in the un¬ 
derground prison chamber. 

San Mateo county sheriff . 
John McDonald said young r 
W’oods was well known in the 
s^a and had a hobby of buy¬ 
ing and restoring old vehicles. 

An associate in this <m- 
terprise wras identified as 
James Leonard Schoenfeld, 
25, son of a doctor in neaiby 
Atherton. 

Tlie Alameda county dis¬ 
trict attorney’s office said no 
arrest warrants had been 
issued. It said three pemons 
named in the search warrant 
were wanted sofely for ques¬ 
tioning and were not “sus¬ 
pects" at the present time. 
The affidavit was sealed by a 
judge In San Mateo County.

had raised the possibility of 
federal jobs in exhange for 
sUT^xming Ford's nomination.

The white 
minority governm«it says the 
recruits are not mercenaries, 
but immigrants who receive 
the same pay as Rhodesians. 

The influx of foreigners co¬ 
incides with an exodus of 
TltKKlesia’s own whites in face 
of increasing warfare with 
blacks intent on toppling 
Prime Minister Ian Smith’s 
^^hite-mino^ity regime. . 

The recruiting has brought 
in veterans of Vietnam, the 
Malaysian anti-guerrilla cam¬ 
paign and the Portuguese co¬ 
lonial wars in Mozambique 
and Angola. 

The Rhodesian government 
officially denies that it seeks 
mercenaries for the armed 
forces, but reporter* who vtolt 


the operati(xia] areas, where 
security forces are fighting 
black guerrillas, often come 
across Americans, Brittnis.' 
South Africans, Germans, 
Greeks and Portuguese who 
have only recently arrived in 
the country.

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Rene Levesque's dream 


I N A RECENT ARTICLE in Foreign Affairs, an 
American quarterly of some repute, Rene 
Levesque, president of the Parti Quebecois predicts 
the emergence of Quebec as a separatist state within 
this decade. 

Similar prophesies have been made before but few 
have taken them seriously. This time, however, the 
words have an ominous ring of logic about them. 
Certainly, whether one chooses to believe him or 
not, his reasoning cannot be faulted. He holds, for in¬ 
stance,, that his party is the only acceptable alter¬ 
native to the present governing Liberal party in 
Quebec which, in his view, is already in a state of 
serious decline. „ „ „ 

□ □ □ 

Mr. Levesque pins the dwindling popularity of the 
Bourassa government — which is confirmed by recent 
public^ opinion poils — on a number of things, among 
them thrfapt that it is a branch of the same Liberal 
party which holds federal power under Pierre Trudeau 
and which is ^‘obviously on its way out.’* * 

Added to this is the seeming inability of the Quebec 
government to deal with its ^rious social and 
economic troubles, most of which **ate of its own 
making” while all around it is the “pervasive smell of 
incompetence and corruption.” 

Mr. Levesque cites the “scandal-ridden at¬ 
mosphere” surrounding the Olympic construction 
sites as one example of “a rather complete political 
and administrative disaster.” 

This, then, is the political climate of Quebec in this 
summer of 1976, according to Mr. Levesque. The 
French voter, disgusted and disillusioned with 
federalism as practised by Messrs. Trudeau and 
Bourassa, is now leaning quite clearly toward the 
Parti Quebecois while the Anglophone minority — nor¬ 
mally supporters of the reigning federalist party ~ 
“are confused as never before.” 

Mr. Levesque sees this minority still backing the 
Liberals in the main, but others will look for a “third 
force” with many of the younger people going along 
with the Parti Quebecois. 

□ □ □ 

Thus emerges the distinct possibility that an 
“independentist” government will soon be elected in 
Quebec. Should this happen, and Quebec peacefully 
elects such a governrqent, here is what Mr. Levesque 
envisages; 

A new Quebec government, totally dedicated to 
political independence, will be formed. Initially 
Quebec would still remain a component of federal 
Canada, with its legitimate body of elected represen¬ 
tatives in Ottawa. 

The next step would be to try negotiations coupled 
with a provincial referendum in order to get the 
decisive yes-or-no answer to the perennial question: 
What does Quebec want? 

Mr. Levesque scores here by pointing out that this 
was precisely the procedure used tp bring New¬ 
foundland into Confederation in 1949. If a referendum 


could be used by Newfoundland to decide to opt into 
Canada, why not utilize the same method for Quebec to 
opt out? 

If the answer should be no, then there’s nothing to 
do but wait for the momentum of change and keep on 
working to find out whether or not there is finally to be 
a nation in Quebec. But if the answer is yes, out] then 
the .pressure is on Ottawa along with a dramatic surge 
of outside attention. 

“Fully confident of the basic integrity of Canadian 
democracy^ and just as conscious that any silliness 
would be very costly for both sides, we firmly believe 
that the matter would then be brought to a negotiated 
settlement,” Mr. Levesque writes. 

In his view Quebec’s departure from Confedera¬ 
tion could be brought about quite painlessly, once it is 
agreed to rid ourselves of “our illusion of deep un- 
shakeable national unity, when in fact there are two 
quite real and distinct entities in an obsolete and in¬ 
creasingly morbid majority-minority relationship.” 

Rejecting the idea that Canada without Quebec 
would be balkanized to fall prey to the “huge maw” 
next door, Mr. Levesque contends that such a move 
could bring enormous benefits to the remaining 
provinces, not the least being the opportunity to 
revamp the overcentralized and ridiculously 
bureaucratized federal system. 

□ □ □ 

An indepdent Quebec would hope for the establish¬ 
ment of a customs union with Canada and be prepared 
to move toward a lAonetary union such as the Euro¬ 
pean Common Market nations are planning; Convinced 
that Quebec would be economically strong enough to 
stand on its own feet, Mr. Levesque sees an indepen¬ 
dent Quebec becoming a soci^-democratic state 
“rather comparable to the Scandinavian models.” 

The new Quebec would always have a special 
relationship with Canada and maintain its existing 
links with the United States, but would also look to 
other Francophone or “Latin” countries, and to 
France itself •— “which would certainly not be indif¬ 
ferent to the fact that this new nation would con¬ 
stitute the second most important French-speaking 
country in the world.” 

This, then, is Mr. Levesque's dream—a dream 
which sees a new “peaceful and fruitfully progres¬ 
sive” state appearing on the map of North America 
within this decade. 

And speaking of decades, it is interesting to note 
that had Mr. Levesque publicly expressed such 
thoughts as these ten years ago he would have been 
ridiculed and scorned from coast to coast. Today, he is 
listened to with respect and understanding. 

Teii years ago it was not improbable that 
Anglophone Canadians would have been prepared to 
take up arms to prevent Quebec from leaving Canada. 
Today, this attitude has all but disappeared. In its 
place is a growing feeling outside Quebec that if 
Quebec wishes to leave Canada it should be en¬ 
couraged to do so.

African nations upset • 

French deal stirs controversy 


When the French govern¬ 
ment announced the 81 billion 
sale of two nuclear reactors to 
South Africa it stirred up a 
hornet's nest of opposition 
from leftist groups in the 
country. 

“Atomic bombs for South 
Africa?” asked a front-page 
headline in I’Humanite, the of¬ 
ficial daily newspaper of the 
French Communist Party 
which has the support of 
roughly a fifth df the nation’s 
electorate. 

“TTie government delivers |i 
nuclear reactor to the racists 
of Pretoria,” the paper added. 

The rest of the leftist press in 
France was more or less just 
as condemning over the deal in 
which the French Framatome 
group has beaten an Anoerican- 
Dutch-Swiss bid. 

★ ★ ★ 

The independent le Monde 
spoke of a new Paris-Tehran* 
Jerusalem-Pretoria axis tand* 
labelled the government’s deci¬ 
sion "regrettable.” 

Liberation, the Maoist daily 
founded by Jean-Paul Sartre, 
said Paris was giving Pretoria 
the means to “build 100 atomic 
bombs a year’’ and the 
Socialist Party also strongly 
attacked the deal. 

Clearly there could not have 
been such a sale if there had 
been a left-wing coalition 
government in power as pre¬ 
sent by-election voting trends 
suggest is a strong possibility 
in the National Assembly elec¬ 
tions in two years. 

But the impact of the first 
wave of criticisnf was short-' 
liyed. In French domestic 
politics, controversial arms 
and nuclear sales abroad are 
not major issues in spite of a 
growing core of vo<ial critics. 

There is also far less cam¬ 
paigning in France against 
racist regimes in southern 
Africa than in English-

speaking countries such as Bri¬ 
tain. 

In fact, a wide spectrum of 
French opinion was delighted 
over the nuclear deal. Centrist 
papers in Paris and most of the 
provincial press called it a' 
commercial success. 

And Oest France, the big 
newspaper chain in western 
France, suntn)ed up* the fenti- 
ments of many ordinary 
French people by commenting ; 
“If it had not been French, it 
would have been German or 
American ” 

French officials say that it 
would be impossible as well as 
unreasonable to try it embargo 
nuclear reactors for South 
Africa. 

They point out that South 
Africa now occupies third 
place in world production of 
uranium ore, behind the United 
States and Canada, and conse¬ 
quently is in'’a strong position 
to assure its supply of nuclear 
technology. 

But even if the French 
government can be reasonably 
certain of riding out any storm 
of protest at home, relations 
with Black Africa look certain 
to become strain^. 

Only last month President 
Valery Giscard d’Estaing 
hosted a summit meeting of 
some of France’s closest 
African associates and hinted 
that arms deals with South 
Africa would be curtailed. 

★ ★ ★ 

The timing of the nuclear 
deal has stunned many of these 
countries. 

Kamanda Wa Kamanda, u- 
slstant secretary;general of the 
Organization of African Unity 
(OAU), told French radio dur¬ 
ing a stopover at Paris there 
had been no mention of the 
deal at the summit. 


“Is the French leadership 
trying to trj(ck Africa?” he 
asked. He was astonisbed that 
France had chided to supply 
South Afribi with “one of the 
most murdtreus weapoos on 
earth ” when Pretoria wa8 “at 
war” with thejiwst of Africa. 

“The questiofi of apartheid is 
of such importiance to us that

give Africa an explanation.”

Not in the last 36 parliamen¬ 
tary years has any new federal 
political leader had such a 
short honeymoon as Joe Clark. 

The custom has been — with 
Louis St. Laurent, Lester 
Pearson and Pierre Trudeau of 
the Liberals, and John Diefen- 
baker and Robert Stanfield of 
the Conservatives — to allow 
them time, when taking over 
their party leaderships, to set¬ 
tle into the new respon¬ 
sibilities. 

Alike, as if by some unspoken 
agreement, the parliamentary 
Opposition and the media with¬ 
held serious criticism and 
avoided harassment of the new 
leader over a decently comfor¬ 
table interval while he found 
his feet and got a grip on the 
Job.

But young Joe Clark's has 
been scarcely five months. 

Much of the press in recent 
weeks has turned sharply 
critical if not sometimes 
altogether hostile in its ridicule 
of the new leader. 

And the Liberal cabinet and 
its backbenches have been at 
pains to make him feel as un¬ 
certain and uncomfortable as 
they could contrive. 

They’ve openly goaded him 
when .he’s been in the Com¬ 
mons, frequently “daring” him 
— often without response — to 
mix into the rough and tumble 
of the Commons’ daily question 
period. 

But it has been his deliberate 
strategy to play what he terms 
the “team” game with the 
Conservatives, giving his front 
and backbenchers equal oppor¬ 
tunity. 

So it has been seldom that he 
has Jed off the question period 
for the Opposition. 

And subjecting himself to 
even more criticism, he has 
usuiiily been out of the Com¬ 
mons more often than he has 
been in it. 

Reason has been the priority 
he has given organization—the 
cultivation of the party’s grass

roots—over appearances in 
Parliament 

He hasn’t actually said it, but 
his attitude could be seen as 
regarding Parliament of 
diminishing importance. 

After all, who sits there in 
the public—or even the press- 
galleries and follows the drone 
of debate? 

Few,. astonishingly, even 
shockingly few. 

And who reads Hansard, the 
word-by-word record of who 
says what in the House? 

Perhaps 5,000, most of them 
politicians, bureaucrats, and 
those who regard politics as a 
spectator sport. 

So maybe Joe Clark has 
something in that narrow view. 

But over the broader plane, 
he could be losing more—in 
public recognition, acceptance 
and. most vital of all to a 
leader, support—by downplay¬ 
ing Pafliament. 

Old political warrior John 
Diefenbaker, the most success¬ 
ful Conservative leader and 
vote-winning prime minister of 
them all, thinks so. 

He kdmires Joe. 

“He has brains,’’ says John 


Diefenbaker, “and he has 
courage.” 

Dief has watched the S7-year- 
old leader and concedes that 
even now, only six months 
after taking over, Joe Clark 
can stand up to Prime Minister 
Trudeau and often more than 
hold bis own. 

And this is not easily done. 

For Pierre Trudeau, revere 
or revile him. is a very sharp 
and tough parliamentarian. 

Few. perhaps only three or 
four in the Opposition, can 
match him.

Dief says Joe (.'lark is one of 
them. 

And Dief should know, for he 
is one of that tiny elite in the 
Opposition that Trudeau can 
neither intimidate nor 
humiliate. 

From a perspective of 36 
years in Parliament, Dief is' 
convinced that if Joe Clark is to 
make his name as leader of 
what he likes to call “the alter¬ 
native govemmMt,” he must 
make it in the Commons. 

Joe goes out across the land, 
ocganizirtg the party here and 


there, cultivating the grass 
roots, and who knows about it? 

Usually only the few who 
meet or hear him in person or 
on a local radio hot line or TV 
screen in the inipiediate area 
- Little if anything he says or 
does on these organization trips 
receives national publicity. 

But when he scores points in 
the Commons—and he can and 
has held his own, even 
sometimes put down the prime 
minister—it gets coast to coast 
exposure. 

There may be few in Parlia¬ 
ment’s galleries to see and 
hear him, but there are some 12 
million voters over the horizon 
from Ottawa who can read of it 
in their newspapers or see and 
hear re-enactments of the ac¬ 
tion through the radio and TV 
“scrums” as they’rt called. 

Dief not only believes Joe 
Clark should spend more time 
in Parliament, but is convinced 
that as leader he should take 
the lead in the question period. 

Passing around the leadoff 
question among back and 
frontbenchers, he is convinced, 
diffuses the Opposition impact. 

Odd thing is that Joe Dark 
yet has to ask Dief for any ad¬ 
vice, guidance or support.

Parallel to the current Olympic Games another major 
international ^rtlng event is taking place: brick-tossing by 
glass-house dwellers. This contest would be hilariously funny 
and entertaining, were not the participants sovereign states, 
supposedly responsible members of the international com¬ 
munity of nations. 

The Security Council was duly convened to discnss a 
complaint by Uganda that Israel had the audacity to rescue 
about 100 of its citizens from almost sure massacre by pro- 
Palestinian terrorists. No one doubts the capability of the ab¬ 
ductors to commit cold-blooded murder. They proved it 
when they blew up a Swissair plane in mid-air, killing 47 pas¬ 
sengers, attacked an Israeli school bus with bazookas killing 
21 children, murdered 16 Puerto-Rican pilgrims and 12 
others at Lod Airport, and 11 Israeli athletes at the Munich 
Olympics, and so on. 

United Nations Secretary General Kurt Waldheim, 
whose objectivity was seriously doubted even before his 
election, condemned the violation of Ugandan sovereignty. 
The Israeli commandoa neglected, apparently, to clear with 
. Ugandan immigraUon and customs authorities before dis¬ 
embarking at Entebbe Airport! At the Security Council ses¬ 
sion evidence was Introduced showing—in court language— 
beyond reasonable doubt that Uganda’s president. Field- 
Marshal Idi Amin Dada, welcomed the hijackers and hosted 
their acconiplices. 

the motion to censure Israel was introduced by Libya, 
during the same week that Sudan President Numeiri, a fal¬ 
low Arab, complained that Libya attempted, to have him as¬ 
sassinated. 

Other glas.s-house dwellers tossing bricks decided to 


boycott the Olympics because New Zealand permitted a rug¬ 
by team to play in South Africa. 

Until recently New Zealand was praised for its 
enlightened policy vis-a-vis its own non-whites, the Maori. 

Since when are sporting events identified wKh political 
endorsement? The French send rugby teams reguldrly to 
South Africa, as do other countries. Among American 
athletes, the black tennis star Arthur Ashe played there 
recently. 

This is no defence of apartheid—a denial of basic human 
rights is obnoxious, wherever it occurs. But who, in his right 
mind, and if objectively informed, would not prefer to be a 
Bantu in the darkest part of South Africa’s Soweto than be 
suspected of opposition to Amin in Uganda; or be a Hutu in 
Burundi (about 10,000 were slaughtered;) or follow the 
religious leader Alice Lenshina in Zambia (about 600 were 
killed by police)—to pick a few at random? 

The list of denials of human rights in the boycotting 
states could go on—sadly—for a long time. One particularly 
ridiculous boycotter, however, should be cited: the South 
American Republic of Guyana, which quit the Games eut of 
solidarity, not with the Quetchua (Incas) of neighborly 
Peru, or the favela-dwellers in bordering Brazil—but with 
Black Africa, a rather long brick-throw away. Guyana, 
whose major achievement since independence was the 
political silencing of its Indian majority. 

So far twenty-eight nations have joined the boycott on 
their own—Canada excluded Taiwan and Afghanistan (no 
athletes, only officials.) The brick-tossing is well under way, 
causing further damage to international goodwill, under¬ 
standing and collaboration. It could have been prevented if

Sometimes, when trains have 
broken down as they are apt to 
do. the journey has taken all 
night with hundreds of pas¬ 
sengers imprisoned on board.

The excessive discomfort 
has. over the years, occasioned 
hundreds of letters to local 
newspapers the length of Long 
Island.' One of the more 
memorable was from a lady 
who bitterly recalled the time 
when a much-delayed train 
made an unschedul^ stop in 
the middle of the countryside 
for the guard to get out and 
relieve himself. Passengers 
who would like to have done 
likewise were left locked in 
their carriages, watching en¬ 
viously through grime- 
encrust^ windows. 

Seasoned travellers know 
how to prepare themselves for 
the trip which, if the train runs 
on time, can take almost four 
hours to cover the 117 miles 
from Manhattan to Montauk. 
(The Hamptons, where most 
holidaymakers get off, ar^ 
between 15 and 30 miles short 
of the line’s end.) One needs to 
carry a supply of .food and 
drink, but to limit one’s liquid 
intake. There are toilets on 
the train bpt no one short of 
desperation would use them; 
anyway, they are often locked. 

★ ★ ★ 

Reading matter is not much 
help after Patchogue which Is 
some 40 miles from the city 
and the end of commuter 
country because from then on 
the line worsens and the trains 
shake and.bump so much that 
the printed word becomes a 
blur. It is more a matter of 
holding on to oqe’s seat while 
the train shudders in slow mo¬ 
tion over railway ties that are 
overgrown by crabgrass and 


weeds. The best trains to 
catch from New York are the 
ones marked. "All change at 
Babylon.’^ The directive not 
only sounds poetic; it also en¬ 
sures that as far as Babylon — 
an outer suburb of New York 
City with a trim little station, 
its forecourt filled with the 
cars of daily commuters — one 
will travel on a modern 
electric train before transferr- 
ing to an antiquated 
diesel. The* rest, which is the 
longest section of the journey, 
is done at best in a state of 
suspended boredom. 

The only alternative to the 
railway is to travel the length 
of this populous island by car 
on the Long Island Expressway 
which, in rush hours, is aptly 
known as the world’s largest 
parking lot. Seven years ago, in 
one of those buoyant bursts of 
over-enthusiasm which tended 
to come upon him when he was 
campaigning for office. Nelson 
Rockefeller, then governor of 
the State of New York, 
promised that within two 
months he would make the 
Long Island Rail Road “the 
finest in the country.” 

Many months after that 
there was some improvement 
at the metropolitan end of the 
island, but to those whfr travel 
the long section of the line that 
runs east of Babylon Rockefel¬ 
ler’s remark will ever be 
remembered as one of the most 
intemperate political promises 
of the age.

Yet his government has ac¬ 
cused Israel of “unprovoked, 
unwarranted aggression 
against Uganda in the July 3-4 
commando raid at Entebbe. 

In turn, Israel has accused 
Amin of “the height of bar¬ 
barity" in the disappearance 
and presumed mur^r of an 
elderly Jewish grandmother, 
the only hostage left behind, 
supposedly in the safety of a 
Kampala hospital. 

And in the midst of these 
countercharges Amin blithely 
picked up his telephone after 
the raid and put through a long¬ 


distance call to an Israeli as¬ 
sociate of his earlier days, Lt. 
Col. Baruch Bar-Lev. He chat¬ 
ted of old times and acquain¬ 
tances, and had the gall to ask 
Israel to send him more 
military equipment 

That is the enigma of Amin, 
a mixture of vengefuiness and 
affability, whose country once 
was a keystone of Israel’s 
policy in Africa. 

Although many Israelis now 
would like to forget it, a little 
more than five years ago 
Jerusalem was bending over 
backward to win Amin's favor. 

From the day Uganda gained 
its independence from Britain 
in 1962, Kampala was viewed 
by the Israelis as one of their 
main footholds in Africa. The

Israeli administration of David 
Ben Gurion found Ugandan 
leader Milton Obote 
ideologically compatible. 

And building support in 
Africa was Important to the 
Israelis. It was their way of 
breaking the ring of diplomatic 
isloation imposed by the Arab 
states. 

Africans were invited to 
Israel for special training in 
fields of Israeli expertise, such 
as desert farming, medicine 
and youth organization work, 
and Israeli experts went to 
Africa to work. 


In 1948, there were 59 African 
trainees in Israel. By 1974, 
more than 7,620 had undergone 
instruction here. Israeli ex¬ 
perts in Africa numbered only 
25 in 1958. Since then more than 
3,300 have worked there. 

Uganda presented a special 
case. The great bulk of Israel's 
assistance there was military. 

“We were just too much in¬ 
volved in Uganda,” said an 
Israeli with extensive 
diplomatic expetience in 
Africa. “We made much too 
massive an effort at military 


training. We trailed the 
Ugandan pilots and 
paratroopers. But we commit¬ 
ted ourselves to an area in 
which we could not follow 
through. 

“We trained their pilots but 
we could not give them planes. 
They then threw us out and 
contacted other governments 
that could supply training and 
planes. We overplayed our 
hand." 

In terms of money, Israel's 
assistance to Uganda was 
modest, but the impact was 
high. Israel’s military mission 
helped establish the Ugandan 
air force. More than 30 pilots 
and hundreds of technicians 
were trained.

AS ANY LADY of the dght will tell you, the pursuit of 
the almightly dollar makes for strange* bed partners. 

It was with a great deal of sadness I digested the report 
out of Edmontoq, a report on a speech by Dr. Maury van 
Vliet, the chairman of the Commonwealth Games which are 
scheduled to take place in Edmonton in 1978. 

Showing a backbone equivalent to that of a jellyfish, van 
Vliet stated the Commonwealth Games society might be 
forced to withold an invitation to New Zealand because 
African and Carribean countries might boycott the contest if 
the Kiwis are invited. 

And this, you see, might cause a Krious run on the bank 
insofar as the Commonwealth Games are concerned. 

SO, IN FRENZIED PURSUIT of the dollars that make 
such athletic contests viable, van Vliet, two full years before 
the event, is pressuring New Zealand to mend its ways or 
else. 

The fact that Taiwan was treated so shabbily in Canada 
in the present Olympic Games is one thing—actually, there 
is no great tie between Canada, and Taiwan. It was 
despicable, let it go at that. 

But to tell a fellow member of the British Com¬ 
monwealth of Nations that he is persona non ^ta, is a slight 
of an entirely different hue. 

The Second World War brought about a rather special tie 
between New Zealand and Canada as mem'bers of the two 
countries fought side by side in many battles. 

IT WAS A CAMARADERIE of deep and lasting import, a 
brothers-under-the-skin sort of thing and I’m sure those 
Canadians who experienced the friendship will be more than 
a little hostile at van Vliet for the temerity he exhibited the 
other day. 

Van Vliet is United States born—Bellingham, 
Washington, 1913,—so it is quite conveivabie van Vliet knows 
little or nothing of the deep friendship of Canadians and New 
Zealanders. 

And there are a few other things van Vliet ^ouid get 
straight before shooting from the lip. 

His reason for a possible invitation holdup to New 
Zealand is the same reason something like 30 black African 
nations polled out of the present Montreal Games. 

NEW ZEALAND had the unmitigated gall to send a rug¬ 
by side on a tour of South Africa—apartheid South Africa. 
New Zealand, therefore, is racist because of condoning that 
tour. 

The black African nations used it as a political ploy, they 
had a world stage for their politicking. But why, and 1 wish 
van Vliet would wonder the same thing, why did the black 
African nations not boycott the Olympic Games because of 
Canada's participation in the Games? Because a South 
African touring side was in Canada earlier this year. By al¬ 
lowing that side to perform, didn’t we condone apartheid? 

1 wonder if Maury van Vliet ever checks the comings and 
goings of professionai athletes? 

f WONDER IF HE realizes professional tennis players— 
from countries like the United States, Romania, Britain, 
etc., participate in matches in South Africa. 1 wonder it he 
realizes golfers from many parts of the world compete in 
South Africa, or that South African players compete in other 
countries in the world? 

Why wasn’t the black African ban on the Olympic Gam^ 
because the United States has sent touring teams to South 
Africa? And surely van Vliet knows the United States intends 
sending a team of athletes to South Africa later this year. 
The reason is simple. The black African nations thought they 
could force the issue against a relatively small country like 
New Zealand. They did not think they could get away with 
such a ploy against a nation like the United States. 

THE IOC, to its credit, refused to be bamboozled, 
refused to knuckle to the blackmail threats. New Zealand 
stayed in and the African politicians pulled their athletes out. 

1 wonder if the athletes themselves would have opted for 
such action? 1 somehow feel they would have gone along with 
the concept of participation being the thing. 

There can be no denying one salient point in all these 
confrontations—why have thm in the first place—why allow 
such acriixKxiy, such a breeding ground? 

The millions of dollars spent are obviously wasted in 
more ways than one.

Perhaps City Hall officials 
would consider selling repair 
kits to motorists, with instruc¬ 
tions on how to fix defective 
meters so that they accept the 
coins we try to stuff into them. 
The ever-encroaching yellow 
curbs reduce the number of 
parking spaces available 
within the city, so any action 
taken would be welcome if it 
alleviated the annoyance of 
jammed meters and spaces 
that cannot be used.

South Africans, Soviets big losers 

_ Gold’s plunge major concern 


By KE\TN DOVLE 

WASHINGTON (CP) — Tlie 
lofig dcMTiward slide in the 
price of gold on w-orid mar¬ 
kets ncrnr poses a serious 
threat to the economies of 
both South Africa and the So* 
\iet Union, western econo¬ 
mists say. 

G<Md prices fhKtuated wide¬ 
ly on interiKitSonaJ exchanges 
this week, at thnes approach¬ 
ing the psychologknlly impor¬ 
tant level of $100 an ounce 
before rallying in frantic t^ad^ 
ing, a dramatic drop from 
nearly $200 an ounce in 1974. 

Ironically, while it is South 
Africa and the Soviet UnicMi 
uhkli stand to suffer most 
from the price collapse, it is 
actions by those countries 
\^-hich, most experts agree, 
were the main cause of the 
latest decline. 

And it is South Africa, heav¬ 
ily dependent for tts earnings 
cm the p(Pt>duotion and sale of 
gold which appears most vul¬ 
nerable to any further diop in 
price. 

A London metal dealer re¬ 
cently commented: “If you 
take the gcQid out of South 
Africa, you’ve got one of the 
worst economies in the 
world.”

But many go\'emment econ¬ 
omists here say that the price 
fall might have been av^ded 
had the Sov’iet Union not sold 
at least 150 tons of gold in the 
first six months of the year, 
roughly its full piroduction for 
the period. 

The Russians are heavily in 
debt to the West for imports 
of a whole range of goo^ in 
the past, particularly wheat, 
and one of the few ways they 
have of obtaining convertible 
currencies to finance repay¬ 
ments is by the sale of gold. 

Experts say that the Soviet 
gold sales are also a dear in¬ 
dication that the Soviet Union 
is extremely short of foreign 
currency reserves which 
might be used in normal 
times to finance external 
debts. 

In South Africa's case, the 
country is sti^gering under a 
$2.3-billion balance-of- 
IMiyments deficit. It has 
ample supplies of gold to fi¬ 
nance the deficit, as long as 
the metal remains at a fairly 
high price. But e«di price de¬ 
cline meais that a coire- 
sponddng^y larger amount of 
gold must be sold to provide 
the same amount of debt fi¬ 
nancing. The larger sales, in 
turn, tend to foirce the price 
down further. 

At the same time, as the 
price of gold falls, mines 
which were marginally profit¬ 
able in the past become un¬ 
profitable and have to be 
closed. 

Some reliable reports now 
indicate 30 per cent of South 
Africa’s gdd production now 
is no longer pr^tahle. 

Meanwhile, most of South 
ACrioa’s mkiewarkers, nearly

all of them black, are bring¬ 
ing pressure cn the owners to 
raise tiieir abysmally low 
thus further increas¬ 


ing the cost of mining. 

Some economists predict 
central banks from the lead¬ 
ing mdustrial countries may

If this hap¬ 
pens, they say, the recovery 
in price will be fairly rapid.

Gold closed at $111.85 an 
ounce in Zurich, compared 
%vith Wednesday’s close of 
$113.25. In London it closed at 
$111,625 compared with 
Wednesday’s $113.25. 

A 2Uirich dealer said, how¬ 
ever, that gold — hovering at 
its lowest prices in 2% years 
— would likely remain in the 
$108 to $112 an ounce price 
range “for the time being.’’ 

In Paris, the Bank of France 
raised its discount rate Thurs¬ 
day from 8 per cent to 9.5 per 


cent in an effort to shore up 
the franc, which has lost 4 per 
cent of its value in two w^ks. 

But. the franc did not re- 
six>nd to the widely predicted 
move- It closed at 4.9185 to 
the dollar, compared with 
Wednesday's 4.9100. 

The dl.scount rate is the in¬ 
terest the government-run 
bank charges its biggest 
clients. It had stood at 8 per 
cent for the past 10 months. 

On most other markets, the 
dollar also gained against Eu¬ 
ropean currencies. 

In Zurich, It closed at its

OTTAWA (CP) -- The fedr* 
eral caWnet Thursday cleared 
the way for a takeover of re¬ 
tailer Zeller’s Ltd. by Fields 
Stores Ltd- ci Vancouver by 
failing to approve a compet¬ 
ing bid from a U.S.-controlled 
company. 

Macleod Stedman Ltd. of 
Winnipeg, a subsidiary of 
U.S.-owned Gambles Canada 
Ltd. of Winnipeg, said pre¬ 
viously it wo(M drop out of 
the takeover battle for 
Zeller’s unless its bid was ap¬ 
proved by cabinet by 4 p.m. 
Thursday. 

Emerging from the regular 
weekly cabinet meeting, Jus¬ 
tice Minister Ron Basford 
confirmed that cabinet had 
made no recommendations an 
the Macleod Stedman bid. 

That should clear the way 
tor Fields, BasfOTd observed, 
and added that he personally 
favored the takeover by the 
Vancouver company. 

“I personally think this is a 
very good thing ... It’s very 
good for Zeller’s that we 
should have this national re¬ 
tail outlet staying in Canada 
hands,’’ Basford s^. 

He was commenting: in the 
absence of Industry Minister 
Don Jamieson, whose depart¬ 
ment normally deals with 
takeover applications from 
foreign-controlled companies. 

Since Macleod Stedman is 
U.S.-controlled, approval for 
its $35*million bid was subject 
to foreign investment review 
legislation and cabinet ap¬ 
proval vras necessary before 
its bid could be completed. 

Now the controlling interest 
in Zeller’s that is currently 
held by bankrupt W, T. Grant 
Co. of New York is expected 
to be sold to Fields Stores 
Ltd. for $32.7 million. 

A New York bankruptcy 
court already has approved 
the Fields <rffer once. But Ma¬ 
cleod Stedman subsequently 
filed notice of appeal of the 
bankruptcy court decision. 

The bankruptcy trustee for 
W. T. Grant filed a counter^ 
motion to dismiss the aK>€al 
because he w’anted tiie sale 
completed before the Fields’ 
offer lapses when its banker’s 
letter of credit expires an Fri¬ 
day. 

Late Thursday. Macleod 
Stednvan president Dixiald 
Rogers said he had not yet 
received any formal notice 
that his company’s bid had 
not been approved by cabinet. 
He added that he wanted 
some notice.

Kornelia cracks 
to capture gold 


MONTRElAL (CP) — Cana¬ 
da wc«i its first silver m^al 
of the 1976 Olympic Games 
when the men’s 4xl00-metre 
medley relay team followed 
the American gold medalists 
in breaking the world record 
Thursday night. 

But It was the only real 
highlight of the day for Cana¬ 
da as defeats outnumbered 
successes by a substantial 
margin. 

One Canadian, boxer won his 
fight and the men’s water 
polo teaim scored its second 
victory, but another fighter 
was disqualified, Canada’s top 
Greco-Roman wrestler was 
defeated, the women’s volley'- 
baU team lost to the United 
States, the field hockey team 
was beaten and Canadian 
fencers and a cyclist were eli¬ 
minated. 

A member of the Royal 
Family appeared as an Olym- 
|rfc ccHTipetitor for the first 
time when Princess Anne took 
part in the opening of the 
three-day equestrian event. 

And in iriiat has become 
almost routine, a flock of 
world records were shattered 
in the Olympic swimming 
pool. 

After the women swimmers 
had wen all of Canada’s 
medals — three bronzes —• 
the men moved into the spot¬ 
light. Stephen PickcU of Van¬ 
couver, Graham Smith of 
Thunder Bay, Ont., Clay 
Evans, a former resident of 
Vancouver now living in Cali¬ 
fornia, and Gary MacDonald 
of Mission swam strongly to 
take second place in the med¬ 
ley relay. 

The Americans, whose se¬ 
cond-stringers set a world 
record in winning their heat 
in the morning, put in their 
first-stringers — John Hen- 
ken, Jim Naber, Matt Vogel 
and Jim Montgomery. 

They covered the distance 
in 3:42.22 as the C^anadians 
finished second in 3 -.45.94. 'The 
old mark was 3:47.28.

The East German women 
continued to grab the bulk of 


the medals as Kornelia Ender 
won the 100 butterfly and 
came back half an hour later 
to capture the 200 freestyle. 

Canadians missed the 
medals in all individual 
events.

Wrestler retains 
chance for medal

MONTREAL (UPI) — A 
pretty, 17-year-old East Ger¬ 
man blonde who took up her 
sport on doctor’s cxders is 
about to become the greatest 
woman’s athlete in Olympic 
history. 

Even as Nadia Comaneci 
was d?j^ing gymnastics audi¬ 
ences with perfect routines 
that defy superlatives, Kome- 
lia Ender put herself In the 
record books Thursday night 
on the strength of her long, 
powerful swimndng strokes. 
Earii won two gold medals. 
Miss Ender, awaiting a 
hoped-for reunion this week¬ 
end with a grandmother she 
has not seen for 15 years, now 
has four of them in these 
Games. Only one other 
woman in Olympics history 
ever did that before, but Kor¬ 
nelia is odds-on to win No. 5 
in a relay Sunday night and 
establish a new standard of 
performance. 

The 14-yeai>old (Comaneci, 
whose awresome gymnastics 
performances since Sunday 
have torilled a worldwide 
television audience estimated 
at up to a billion, finished her 
work with three golds and a 
bronze. 

Ender and Omanechi over¬ 
shadowed another night of re¬ 
cord-breaking success for the 
seemingly-invisible men 
swimmers from the United 
States who ran their string of 
victories to nine In keeping 
alive their dream of sweeping 
all 13 gold medals — a feat 
never previously ac¬ 
complished. 

Brian Ctoodell won his sec¬ 
ond gold medal of the week 
and set his second world 
record, winning the 400-metre 
freestyle in 3:51.93, better 
than a sewmd under his own 
old reoOTd. A U.S. team of 
John Naber, John Hencken, 
Matt Vogel and Jim Mont¬ 
gomery cut the record in the 


400-metpe medley relay to 
3:42.22, five seconds under the 
old mark set by a second- 
string American team in tha 
morning trials. 

That left the United States, 
which leads the medal race 
because of Its superiority in 
men’s swimming, with 12 gold 
medals and 27 overall. East 
Germany had 9 golds and 21 
overall, the Russians 8 golds 
and 23 overall. 

But despite that showing —r 
the American men have won 
18 of the 23 medals available 
to them — this is a week 
the people are talking about 
an East German swimmer 
and a Romanian gymnast, 
and who can blame them? 

When she was five years old 
and fragile. Miss Ender com¬ 
plained to a kindergarten doc¬ 
tor about severe pains in both 


hips. He sent her to a swim¬ 
ming pool "because swim¬ 
ming should help cure your 
pains,’’ he told her. 

It certainly did. 

Earlier this week Miss 
Ender had been a member of 
East Germany’s winning, 
world-record team in the 400 
medley relay and had won the 
100 freestyle in record time of 
55.65 seconds. Thursday night, 
she matched her own world 
record erf 1:00.13 in winning 
the lOO butterfly and then 
came back 20 minutes later to 
cut her 200 freestyle record to 
1:59.26, leaving American 
Shirley Banashoff in her wake 
with a brilliant kickover the 
final 50 metres. 

While this was going on, a 
66-year-old woman feqm Sa- 
lina, Kan., Rosale Lehnann, 
was fl>1ng to New York City 


on the first leg of a journey 
she hopes will re-unite her 
with her granddaughter who 
she has not seen since defect¬ 
ing from East Ormany 15 
years ago. 

Mss Ender said she "did 
not know anything” about her 
grandmother coming here. 

"I have heard about her but 
we have never had com¬ 
munications over the years,’’ 
she said through an in¬ 
terpreter. "After the competi- 
tkxi is over, I will try to con¬ 
tact her — but not before. My 
first obligation is to my 
team.’’ 

Mrs. Lehmann is expected 
to arrive in Montreal today, a 
day there is no swimming on 
the schedule. Mss Ender’s 
final race will be Sunday 
Mght in the 400-metre free¬ 
style relay. 


MONTREAL (CP) ~ Cana¬ 
da’s only hope for an Olympic 
medal in Greco-Roman wres¬ 
tling suffered his first defeat 
Thursday at the hands of pow¬ 
erful R<xnanian Gheorghe 
Berceanu, who won the gold 
medal in the Kfi-pound class 
in the 1972 Games.

The reason is that fish and wildlife biologiats are trying 
to eetabllsh a new population in Canada geese in the pdd- 
Lsland area and need another year or two to get a foothold. 
Then there may be some tine Canada goose shootirig In the 
Nanaimo area.

City may lower 
recreation rates

A dramatic decline in the 
use of Victoria’s sports and 
recreation facilities is alarm¬ 
ing aldermen, and for the 
first time Thursday, they 
mentioned the possiblity oi re¬ 
ducing rates and stepping up 
pi-ograms. 

At a meeting of city-council’s 
recreation committee. Aid. 
Ronald McKenzie came under 
heavy fire for his money- 
oriented approach to Victo¬ 
ria’s recreational facilities- 

The committee’recommend¬ 
ed to council that rates for the 
city’s recreational facilities 
not be increased in 1977. 

The committee also in- 
atructed McKenzie and recre¬ 
ation director Jack Morgan to 
submit a report to council do¬ 
cumenting the apparent de¬ 
cline in the use of most facili¬ 
ties, including Royal Athletic 
Park and the Crystal Pool. 

Mayor Michael Young said 
he wasn’t prepared to proiwse 
a reduction in rates immedi¬ 
ately. but added that follow¬ 
ing submission of the report, 
such a reduction was entirely 
possible. 

The recommendations came 
after McKenzie gave the com¬ 
mittee a list containing what 
he called a detailed account 
of the ejrtent to which the city

was subsidizing its sports and 
recreation facilities. 

It was basically an arith¬ 
metic exericse arrived at by 
comparing the annual operat¬ 
ing loss for each facility with 
the number of people from 
various organizations using 
that facility. 

Aid. JFlc^rt Ellis reacted 
with anger to the calculaticms, 
saying he considered it "sheer 
nonsense’’ and unworthy of a 
municipal council. 

"We should start realizing 
that we’re running a city, not 
a shop,’’ EUis said. 

Aid. William TIndaU said 
council should concern itself 
more with getting maximum 
use out ot its facilities, and if 
that meant lowering rates, so 
be it, 

"I find it difficult to com¬ 
pare our recreational facili¬ 
ties with private* businesses,’’ 
Tindall said. 

"We’re simply not making 
it attractive enough for people 
to use them," he added. 

If all the city’s recreational 
facilities were used to capaci¬ 
ty, Tindall said, council would 
be much more satisfied. 

He said he was under the

A few months before he 
died, Victoria alderman Ove 
Witt was preparing a cam¬ 
paign to eliminate admission 
charge to the Crystal Pool for 
youngsters under 15. 

"Kids shouldn’t have to pay 
to go swimming in our pool." 
Witt said in an interview at 
the time. 

Now, five years later, Witt’s 
wish may come true. 

Two Victoria aldermen .said 
Thursday they would initiate 
an approach to council to pro¬ 
vide free admission to chil¬ 
dren at Victoria’s S2 million 


pool. All children now pay 50 
cents. 

Aldermen Helen Beimes 
and Robert Ellis said during 
an interview it was time to 
reassess the city’s admission 
fee structure for the swim¬ 
ming pool. 

Ellis said even if all admis¬ 
sions were scrapped, if all the 
city’s recreation facilities 
were available to the commu¬ 
nity at no charge, the in¬ 
crease In property owners’ 
annual tax bills would be neg¬ 
ligible. 

Mrs. Bclrnes said the pool 


was empty most of the time 
because fees were too high. 
The only alternative to lower¬ 
ing admissions and letting 
youngsters in free, she said, 
was to close the pool for good. 

She said operating costs 
wouldn’t go up if admission 
was free to children under 12 
or 15. 

Considering that the pool 
was virtually empty now at 
all times, she said, "what dif¬ 
ference would it make to let 
the kids in free?" 

At least youngsters could 
use the facility, she said.

• Agreement that some in¬ 
crease (in B.C. Ferries rates) 
was necessary but not the 
"exorbitant rates’’ now in ef¬ 
fect. 

• That concern be 
expressed for the resultant 
high cost of living for Van¬ 
couver Island residents and 
that consideration be given to 
providing preferential rates 
for Vancouver Island users. 

• That an over-all rollback 


in freight rates be implement¬ 
ed. 

• That the matter of fed¬ 
eral subsidies be pursued in 
view of B.C. Ferries forming 
part of the Trans-Canada 
Highway system. 

• That the "negative ef¬ 
fect" on Vancouver Island’s 
tourist industry be recog¬ 
nized. 

• That these recommen¬ 
dations apply to all Van¬ 
couver Island ferries. 

McKnight explained that 
the €issociation adopted a Port 
Albemi-sponsored resolution 
in May of this year at Camp¬ 
bell River expressing opposi¬ 
tion to the ferry rate in¬ 
creases. 

McKnight said the associa¬ 
tion first requested a meeting 
on May 17. sending, a tele¬ 
gram to Transport Minister 
Jack Davis. There was no re¬ 
sponse, McKnight said. 

A second telegram was 
sent, both to Davis and the 
premier, and it too. McKnight 
said, was ignored.

was in effect.

Bate replied that the needs 
of the community were dif¬ 
ferent today from what they 
were 100 years ago. 

The delegation also urged 
the committee to delay con¬ 
struction of a propose wood¬ 
en picnic shelter, a project 
planned by the International 
Order of Hoo-Hoo, a fraternal 


organization of lumber execu¬ 
tives. 

The committee indicated 
that it wouldn’t approve the 
picnic pavilion until after the 
association had had an oppor¬ 
tunity to submit a brief on its 
views of the park’s future 
development.

According to the Liquor 
Act, a municipality must first 
approve in f/rinciple the es¬ 
tablishment of neighl)orh<?od 
pubs. After that, individual 
applications are screened and 
approved by the Liquor Ad¬ 
ministration Branch. 

Until approval of each ar>- 
plication for neighborhood 
pubs was under city council’s 
jurisdiction, the city would 
refuse to approve the idea in 
principle. Young said. 

Mawdsley presented a plan 
to the committee wbich, he 
said, would minimize the 
danger of customers getting 
drunk and driving cars home. 

He propased to issue iden¬ 
tification cards to James Bay 
residents, and only patrons 


with such cards would be 
served In the pub. 

That way, he could draw on 
a population of more than 
8.(WO, all within walking dis¬ 
tance of his pub at 512 Simcoe 
where he operates a festatu*- 
ant with lounge licence.

Pregnancy no reason for dismissal 


VANCX)UVER (CP) — A 
provincial labor department 
board of inquiry ruled Thurs¬ 
day that the B.C. Human 
Riglits Code protects women 
from job dismissal because of 
pregnancy. 

Kathleen Ruff, director of 
the B.C. Human Rights 
Branch, said the decision is 
‘'an important ruling respect¬ 
ing the rights of women in the 
fjrovince." 

The lx>ard found that Ri¬ 
viera Reservations of Canada 
Ltd. and its manager. Jack 
Kroff, wrongfully fired a 
woman identified only as H. 
W. on July 25, 1975, the day 
she informed him she was 
pregnant. 

The hoard of inquiry found 
‘‘the evidence demonstrates 
to us that the pregnancy was 
the effective cause of the dis¬ 
missal." 

"Mr. Kroff should have 
made an attempt to analyse 
the effect which this preg¬ 
nancy wool dhave on this wo¬ 
man’s abilities to perform this 
job and to woric out a reason¬ 
able program to fit the situa¬ 
tion," the board said.

A committee has been ' 
formed by Victoria Bar Asso- 
ciatiem president Cecil Bran¬ 
son, Greater Victoria chief 
prosecutor J. W. Anderson, 
and Victoria provincial court 
administrator George Wil¬ 
liams to hear suggestions on 
ways to save time while re- 
tainin|; justice. 

One meeting was held this 
week and several more are 
expected before any recom¬ 
mendations are drawn up for 
submission to the judges, led 
by District Judge William 
Ostler. ' 

However, Green quietly 
made two changes this week 
in vdiat has normally been 
done when either ar^ accused 
person or his or her lawyer 
wasn’t in court at the time the 
case was called shortly after 
the daily 9:30 a.m. start.

Every year I find mysejf 
becoming a UttUe more inter* 
ested in the oriental pofvy. 
and I try, whenever the fami* 
ly finances permit, to add one 
new variety to our coUection 
every year. 

EJvery Jute I sftend a f^ 
minutes of every day. watch¬ 
ing the' fasicinatiner develop* 
ment and openii)g of the big, 
fat, opulent ]bu^ — crinkly 
aadn-Uke petals first, then a 
fluted cup. and finally a flat- 
tiah, flaniboyant flower better 
than seven indhes across. X 
wish I had a time-lapse mo¬ 
tion incture film of the 
process. 

At one time the flower we 
call the oriental poppy came 
only in one otdor — a rather 
harsb brick red. Nowadays 
we can have pink, orange, 
scarlet, lavender and some 
«dorious white biooms ss/^ 
well. 

The brcaktlttough which 
gave us a whc4e spectrum of 
new colon was acoxnplished 
in England by Amos Ferry, a' 
noted plant breeder and nur¬ 
seryman, and the story of his 
success is rathn* amusing. 


ental poppy is always a bit 
puzzling to novice gardeners, 
and every summer I receive 
letters from readen com¬ 
plaining their plants are 
dying. This is perfectly natu¬ 
ral — the plant dies to the 
ground shortly after the flow¬ 
ers finish, and the roots take 
a little midsummer nap. 

Some time in August, a new 
little tuft of leaves appears. 
In mild climates or when 
given some proteetkm. these 
will live over until spring, but 
even when th^ winter-kill, no 
harm is done and new foliage 
appean in the spring. 

The ideal time to buy and 
l^ant oriental poppy roots is 
during their midsummer sett¬ 
ing period, for the rdbts can 
be moved with very little set¬ 
back when dormant. 

Second choice is in early 
fall, and these will be roots 
which the nurseryman dug 
and stored in Jidy. In plant¬ 
ing, space them a good three 
feet apart to afford comfort¬ 
able rtbow room, selecting a 
well-drained spot in the gar* 
den. 


Perry had been trying for 
some time to get away fiom 
the everlasting brick red in 
his popples, and to Itljis 'end ha 
had imported a number of an- 
tive species from Iran and 
crossed them with' Phpavar 
orientalise the ocdiiiary red 
oriental poppy. 

The resxilts were disappoint¬ 
ing. The crossings were 
successful in that aeeds were 
obtained, and the plants from 
those seeds grew with ex- 
traordinajy vigor — this is 
characteristic of first-genera¬ 
tion hybrids — but when they 
came into Uoom, all the flow* 
ers were th^ same old bright 
red. 

Nothing daunted,, Perry 
crossed these back with the 
originaJ parent — incest is 
an accept and useful tech¬ 
nique in plant breeding — and 
tried again, this time on a 
larger scale. Soon, he had a 
whole field of seedling poppy 
pTanbl under test. 

In the meantime, he had to 
stay in business by selling 
nursery stock, and among the 
plants he sold were many of 
his oriental poppy plants from 


his test fields, must of which 
had not reached flowering 
age. It must have worried 
him eit '^times, wondering if 
any of these plants, departing 
from his nursery, could be the 
long-awaited color break. 

Sure enough, one day a cus¬ 
tomer turned up with a tntter 
ct^npiaint. He had purchased 
a draeo oriental poppy plqnts 
from Perry the previous year, 
expecting them tp bkxan iii 
the normal brick r^ shade. 

Eleven of them did ao — 
big. handsome plants — but 
the twelfth, the customer’s 
dismay, bore PINK flowers, 
thereby upsetting the whole 
planned cokn* scheme in his 
garden. He demanded that the 
nursery taken it back and re¬ 
place it with a proper red-flo¬ 
wered plant! 

Tbat one plant, back in 
Perry's hands from a disgrun¬ 
tled customs — became the 
world-renowned Mrs. Perry, 
and was parent to at least six 
other varieties and colors, in¬ 
cluding Perry’s White and 
Thoro Perry.

gerund; I am merely 
depressed. 

Although the publisher of 
the Washington Post is a 
woman, she was not present 
at th^ councils shown in the 
movie.

the quality of their language 
shows that these feliows did 
not curse and blaspheme with 
flair, nor with respect for the 
height and power of the 
words, as Andrew Jackson 
might have, and Uncollk too;

Whelan said the draft pro¬ 
posals were openly discussed 
when the Canadian Federa¬ 
tion of Agriculture met Prime 
Minister Trudeau and several 
cabinet cninistes last May. 

"The proposals are no se¬ 
cret, they’re not new." 

Asked to comment on re¬ 
ports that he and Qmsumer 
Affairs Minirter Bryce Mack- 
asey disagree on the policy. 
W^helan replied: “I don’t think 
there are two ministers that 
think as much alike on food 
policy as do Mr. Mackasey 
and myself."

Drop recorded in mercury levels 


OTTAWA (CP) — The mer¬ 
cury levels in all but six of 61 
river locations in Western 
Canada, once polluted by 
mercury from fungicides and 
Industrial plants, have de¬ 
creased below poison point 
since 1973, the federal envi¬ 
ronment department said 
Wednesday. 

However, still above the 
federal standard of 0.2 mienv 
grams per litre of water are 
the mercury levels in a creek 
downstream from a sewage 
lagoon In Ragina, and in 


water around Thomps»>n, 
Man., "where smelting activi¬ 
ties have kept the mercury 
level constant for the last'six 
years." 

level constant for the last six 
years.” 

In the Yukon, high mercury 
levels still exist on three tri¬ 
butaries of the Pelly River 
near lead and zinc mines and 
one downstream from an 
abandoned gold mine. 

"High concentrations of 
mercury compounds are det¬

‘Sick of games’. Red Cross 
abandons 1,()00 wounded 


BEIRUT (UPI) The Red 
Cross Thursday abandoned ef¬ 
forts to reach an estimated 
1,0(X) wounded in the besieged 
Tal Zaatar Palestinian camp. 
Christian gunners opened fire 
on the camp as rescue units 
approached. ' 

The renewed heavy fighting 
prevented the International 
Red Cross from rescuing 
wounded from Tal Zaatar. the 
Palestinian camp under siege 
in Christain Beirut tor more 
than a month. 

A convoy of Red Cross am¬ 
bulances drove toward the 
camp shortly after dawn 
when the partial truce ap¬ 
peared to be taking hold. 
However, a scout car which 
had driven ahead frantically 
radioed back, “all hell is 
breaking loose.” The ambu¬ 
lances. were then forced to 
turn back. 


Red Cross spokesman Jean 
Hoefliger said further at¬ 
tempts were being called off 
until a “real ceose-fire” takes 
hold. 

“We are sick of playing 
games. We cannot deal any 
more with half-day cease¬ 
fires. Either the warring par¬ 
ties recognize that or the 
whole thing is off,” he said. 

An estimated 1.000 wounded 
are isolated in thq.,camp with¬ 
out medicines. Up' to 100 of 
the wounded are seriously In¬ 
jured and dying for lack of 
medical attention, according 
to Palestinian .sources. 

For the second straight day, 
Oiristian gunners opened fire 
on units of the Arab League 
peace-keeping force that 
moved in the “green line” se¬ 
parating Moslem western and 
Christian eastern sectors of 
the capital. 

Nine Saudi soldiers were 


wounded when eight moriar 
sheMs from the ChrLstian .side 
fell in fhe deadly 800-yard 
stretch of no-man’s land be¬ 
tween Barbir hospital and the 
National Museum in southern 
Beirut, soldiers on the scene 
said. 

The wounded were taken to 
the Saudi field hospital at 
Beirut airport where the rest 
of the 2,300-man Libyan, 
Syrian and Saudi Arabian 
forces have been stationed for 
the past month. 

Moslem lefti.st.s took their 
first stop towards formalizing 
the de facto partition of the 
war-tom country, announcing 
the formation of a govern¬ 
ment council to administer 
their half of Beirut. 

The council was seen as a 
counterbalance to govern¬ 
mental structures the Chris¬ 
tain rightists set up last 
month.

DETROIT (AP). -T The 
United Auto Workers 
union has warned Canada’s 
Anti - Inflation Board that it 
will not settle on new con¬ 
tracts with the auto indtwtry 
this, year unless wage parity 
between its U.S. and Canadian 
members is preserved. 

"It’s inconceivable we’d 
walk away with a different 
‘ agreement for U.S. and Cana¬ 
dian workers," UAW Vice-

said Wednesday as he <^ned 
talks on new oontr^ts with 
Chrysler Corp. 

The Anti - Inflation Board 
could veto a settlement for 
Canadian workers which ex- 
«*eeds government guidelines. 
That action might stall settle¬ 


ments in the United States as 
well, UAW officials say. 

The UAW began talks this- 
week on new three-year con¬ 
tracts covering about 668,000 
U.S. and 50,000 Canadian 
workers at ('leneral Motors, 
Ford, Chrysler and American 
Motors. Current agreements 
expire in mid-September. 

The UAW has separate, but 
I>arallel, pacts for Canadian 
workers at GM, Ford and 
AMC. At Chrysler, however, 
the union has one agreement 
covering employees In both 
countries. 

Bargainers for GM and 
Chrysler have said they aren’t 
worried about the Anti-Infla¬ 
tion Board holding up a set¬ 
tlement because they do not 
belieye new agreements will 
exceed wage limits.

After the women swimmers 
had won all of Canada’s 
medais — three bronzes — 
the men moved into the spot¬ 
lit.

Oay 
Evans, a former resident of 
Vancouver now living in Cali¬ 
fornia, and Gary MacDonald 
of Mission swam strongly to 
t|dce second place in the med¬ 
ley relay.

Kornelia cracks records 


MONTREAL (UPl) — A 
pretty. 17-year-old East Ger¬ 
man blonde who took up her 
sport on doctor’s orders is 
about to become the greatest 
woman’s athlete in Olympic 
historj'. 

Even as Nadia Comaneci 
was (k»zzline gymnastics audi- 
aices with perfect routines 
that defy superl,atives, Korne¬ 
lia Ender put herself In the 
record books Thursday night 
on Ihe strengih of her long, 
powerful swimming strokes. 

Each wxxi two gold medals. 

Miss Ender, awaiting a 
hoped-for reunion this week¬ 
end with a grandmother she 
has not seen for 15 years, now 
has four of them in these 
Games. Only one other 
woman in Olympics history 
ever did that before, but Kor¬ 
nelia is odds-on to wrin No. 5 
in a relay Sunday night and 
establish a new standard of 
performance. 

The 14-yeaiM>ld Comaneci, 
whose awesome gymnastics 
performances since Sunday 
have thrilled a worldwide 
television audience estimated 
at up to a billion, finished her 
work with three golds and a 
bronze. 

Ender and Comanechl over¬ 
shadowed another night of re- 
copd-4>reaking success for the 
seomingly-inrisible men 
swimmers from the United 
States wtx) ran their string of 
victories to ninq in keeping 
alive their dream of sweeping 
all 13 gold medals — a feat 
never previously ac¬ 
complished. 

Brian Goodell wrin his sec¬ 
ond gold medal of the week 
and' set his second world 
re^'brd,-winning the 4()0-m€tre 
freestyle 'Av j:51.93, better 
than a second under his owm 
old record. A U.S. team of 
Jolwi Naber, John Hencken, 
Matt Vogel and Jim Mont¬ 
gomery cut the record in the 
400-metre medley relay to 
3:42.22, five seconds under the 
old mark set by a second- 
string American team in the 
morning trials. 

That left the United States, 


which leads the medal race 
because of its superiority in 
men’s swimming, with 12 gold 
medals and 27 overall. East 
Germany had 9 golds and 21 
overall, the Russians 8 golds 
and 23 overall. 

But despite that showing — 
the American men have won 
18 of the 23 medals available 
to them — this is a week 
the people are talking about 
an East German swimmeT 
and a Romanian gymnast, 
and who can blame them? 

When she was five years old 
and fragile, Miss Ender com¬ 
plained to a kindergarten doc¬ 
tor about severe pains in both 
hips. He sent her to a swim¬ 
ming ixx)l “because swim¬ 
ming should help cure your 
pains,” he told her. 


It certainly did. 

Earlier this week Miss 
Ender had l)een a member of 
East Germany’s winning, 
world-record team in the 400 
medley relay and had won the 
100 freestyle in record time of 
55.65 seconds. Thursday night, 
she matched her own world 
recoad of 1:00.13 in winning 
the lf)0 butterfly and then 
came back 20 minutes later to 
cut her 200 freestyle record to 
1:59.26, leaving American 
Shirley Banashoff in her wake 
with a brilliant kidcover the 
, final 50 metres. 

While this was going on, a 
66-ycar-old woman from Sa- 
lina, Kan., Resale Lehnann, 
was flying to New York City 
on the first leg of a journey 
she hopes will re-unite her 


with her granddaughter who 
she has not seen since defect¬ 
ing from East Germany 15 
years ago. 

Miss Ender said she “did 
not know anything’’ about her 
grandmother coming here. 

“I have heard about her but 
we have never had com¬ 
munications over the years," 
she said through an in¬ 
terpreter. “After the competi¬ 
tion Is over, I will try to con¬ 
tact her — but not before. My 
first obMgalion is to my 
team." 

Mrs. Lehmann is expected 
to arrive in Montreal to^y, a 
day there is no swimming on 
the schedule. Miss Ender’s 
final race will be Sunday 
rfght in the 400-metre free¬ 
style relay.

JcRies of Saskotoon is a con¬ 
tender in the women’s pen¬ 
tathlon in which she is ranked 
fifth in the world. 

Sprinters Patty Lcverock 
and Marjorie Bailey of Van¬ 
couver are expected to give 
respectaUe accounts of them- 
srivM in the sprints, Yvonne 
Sauiners of Toronto may sur¬ 
prise a few observers in the 
800 metres and toe Canadian 
4x100 women’s relay team 
could make it interesting.

More Netes 
of Island

Someday, when a cheap 
sy^em of solar heating is in 
world-wide use. a pretty Uni¬ 
versity of Victoria chemistry 
•student may share the credit 
for making the discovery. 

Joanne Zwinkels. entering 
fourth-year chemistry -at UVic 
this fall, is working on a gov¬ 
ernment summer employment 
project — under the super¬ 
vision of Dr. Reg Mitchell — 
which is studying the possible 
practical use of a substance 
which absorbs’both heat and 
light. 

Miss Zwinkels, who will be- 
coftie 21 years old Saturday, 
is doing the testing and com¬ 


puter analysing. She received 
the Chemical Institute of Can¬ 
ada medal for highest marks 
in third-year chemistry this 
year and hopes to become a 
j)hy8ical chemist after univer¬ 
sity. 

Mitchell’s long-term re¬ 
search interest is in construct¬ 
ing molecules, but in this par¬ 
ticular project the substance 
is hydrocarbons. 

A vial of the blue substance, 
measuring 50 one-thousandths 
of an ounce, was passed 
through a ray of light and it 
became bleached, returning 
to its original color later 
sort of the reverse of tinted 
sun glasses. 


The theory, Mitchell e.x- 
plaiqed. was that a i^iolecule 
absorbed the light and 
changed temporarily into a 
different molecule. In the 
(lark, the molecule changed 
back and gave out absorbed 
light energy in the form of 
heat. 

The system envisaged by 
Mitchell would see abMri)tion 
of heat, which could be reco¬ 
vered in a dark place such as 
a storage tank. 

“WTiat we’re wondering,’’ 
Mitchell said, “is, can we 
make this fast enough to be of 
any use?” 

Already calculated is the 
fact that half a pound of the 


chemical, when it changes, 
will store enough light energy 
to boil an ounce of water. The 
trick is to get the process to 
repeat quickly enough to be¬ 
come commercially feasible. 

What Mitchell and Miss 
Zwinkels are working <»i is a 
method of making the com¬ 
pound quickly. At present, it 
takes about three weekii to 
make the amexint they have. 

They are hoping to generate 
a few ounces of the chemicAl 
by the end of summer and. by 
Christmas, they may be able 
to set up a pilot test to see if 
there is any practical use for 
it.

• That concern be 
expressed for the resultant 
high cost of living for Van¬ 
couver Island residents and 
that consideration be given to 
providing preferential rates 
for Vancouver Island users. 

• That an over-all rollback 
in freight rates be implement¬ 
ed. 

• That the matter 
era! subsidies he pursued 
view' of B.C. Ferries forming 
part of the Trans-Canada 
Highway system. 

• That the “negative ef¬ 
fect” on Vancouver Island’s 
tourist Industry be recog¬ 
nized.

' McKnight explained that 
the as8(x:iation adopted a Port 
Alhemi-sponsored resolution 
in May of this year at Camp¬ 
bell River expressing opposi¬ 
tion. to the ferry rate in¬ 
creases.

Christian gunners opened fire 
on the camp as rescue units 
approached. 

The renewed heavy fighting 
prevented the International 
Red Cross from rescuing 
wounded from Tal Zaatar, the 
Palestinian camp under siege 
in Christian Beirut for more 
than a month. 

A convoy of Red Cross am¬ 
bulances drove toward the 
camp shortly. after dawn 
when the partial truce ap¬ 
peared to be taking hold. 
However, a scout car which 
had driven ahead frantically 
radioed back, '‘all hell is 
breaking loose.” The ambu¬ 
lances were then forced to 
turn hack. 


Red Cross spokesman Jean 
Hoefliger said further at¬ 
tempts were being called off 
until a "real cea.sefire” takes 
hbid. 

’’We are sick of playing 
games. We cannot deal any 
more with half-day. cease¬ 
fires. Either the warring par¬ 
ties recognize that or the 
whole thing is off,” he said. 

An estimated 1.000 wounded 
are isolated in the camp with¬ 
out medicines. Up to 100 of 
the wounded are seriously in¬ 
jured and dying for lack of 
medical attention, according 
to Palestinian sources. 

For the second straight day, 
Christian gunners opened fire 
on units of the Arab League 
peace-keeping force that 
moved in the “green line” se¬ 
parating Moslem westeiTi and 
Christian eastern sectors of 
the capital. 

Nine Saudi soldiers were 


wounded when eight mortar 
shells from the Christian side 
fell in the deadly 800-yard 
stretch of no-man’s land be¬ 
tween Barbir hospital and the' 
National Museum in soudiem 
Beirut, soldiers on the scene 
said. 

The wounded were taken t<i 
the Saudi field hospital at 
Beirut ainx>rt where, the rest 
of the 2,300-man Libyan, 
Syrian and Saudi ' Arabian 
fwces h^ve been stationed for 
the past month. 

Moslem leftists t(K)k their 
first step towards formalizing 
the de facto'partition of the 
wRr-tom country, announcing 
the formation of a govern¬ 
ment council to administer 
their half of Beirut. 

The council was seen as a 
counterbalance to govern¬ 
mental structures the Chris- 
tain rightists set up last 
month.

Alert Bay faces threoTof lengthy Hydro blackouts

B e,f o r e leaving Port 
McNeil, I run into John Von 
Cleemput. patrolman for B,C. 
Hydro, stationed at Alert Bay. 

Van Cleemput takes‘a swing 
at B.C. Hydro in general and 
Robert Bonner in particular. 
The reason; B.C. Hydro is re¬ 
ducing staff .by pulling out jia- 
trolmen from certain areas. 

Alert Bay has had a patroi- 
man for years, biit now he’s 
to be moved to Port Hardy for 
economy reasons. . ^ 

“That’s just stupid,” says 
Van Cleemput. jxtinting out 
(hat j)eoF)le at Alert Bay 
would be stuck without jtower 
for hours if there were an ou¬ 
tage after. 9 p.m. or during 
rough weather. 

“There’s no way of getting 
to Alert Bay after the ferries 
stop running at 9 p.m.,” he 
says. 

Last year, he says, there 
were 35 outages in Alert Bay 
and he was able to deal with 
them all immediately. 

For Van Oeempul’s money, 
Bonner doesn’t know a 
damned thing about patrol¬ 


men and he’s prepared to quit 
his job over the issue. Nobody 
pushes John Van Cleemput 
around, not even Robert Bon¬ 
ner, B.C. Hydro chairman. 

We pile back into the bus 
and leave for Port Alice. 

Andy Anderson, manager of 
forestation and lands for 
Rayonier Canada Ltd., is our 
tour guide for the next while. 

Rayonier is big here. The 
company is one of the main 
employers of the area and has 
a lot of clout, as we are to 
find out later in Port Alice.

McKnight said the men)hers 
adopted the statement at a 
private session before the 
o»n meeting to which Island 
Mf-As were Invited. 

The statement declared:

“t|corbitant rates’’ now in el- 
fefct. 

•I# That concern be 
expressed for the resultant 
hi^ cost of living for Van- 
robver Island residents and 
tliAt consideration be j^iven to 
providing preferential rates 
for Vancouver Island users. 

• That an over-all rollback 


in freight rates be imirfement- 
ed. 

• That the matter of fed¬ 
eral subsidies be pursued in 
view of B.C. Ferries forming 
part of the Trans-Canada 
Highway system. 

• That the “negative ef¬ 
fect” on Vancouver Island’s 
tourist industry be recog- 
niz^. 

4 That these recommen¬ 
dations apply to all Van¬ 
couver Island ferries. 

McKnight explained that 
the association adc^ted a Port 
Albemi-sponsored resolution 
in May of this year at Camp¬ 
bell River expressing opposi¬ 
tion to the ferry rate in¬ 
creases. 

McKnight said the associa¬ 
tion first requested a meeting 
on May 17. sending a tde- 
gram to Transport Minister 
Jack Davis. There was no re¬ 
sponse, McKnight said.

British-style pub plan 
shot down on principles

Bawif (SC- Victoria) indicate that the tourist industry a4 the 
north end is suffering more than the south end of Strait of 
Georgia crossings.^ 

Bawlf iasued weekly figures from the pfovindaUy-riin 
ferry system for a *six-wei^ period starting June 1 and 
ending Jiriy 15 to the special meeting of the Association of 
Vancouver Island Municipalities held in Saanich.. 
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' Visions of James Bay resi¬ 
dents strolling down to the 
local pub, ’’having a couple of 
pints and toddling off hom^,” 
went out the window Thurs¬ 
day. 

‘There’ll be no neighborhood 
pub in- James Bay or any¬ 
where elae in Victoria as long 
as the city has no say in their 
location," was the message 
given .by council's finance 
committee to Roger Mawds- 
ley. who wanted to open a , 
British - style pub in James 
Bay. 

, Following an eloquent sub¬ 
mission to the oommittec on 
why James Bay needed a 
neighborhood pub, Mawdsiey 
concluded himself that his ef¬ 
forts were "an exercise in fu¬ 
tility.” 

He was told by Mayor Mi¬ 
chael Young that the .city 
would perhaps look favorably 
on his application if' it could 
contfol the location and proli¬ 
feration of neighborhood pubs. 

As things were, the mayor 
said, the city was withholding 
approval of the entire neigh¬ 
borhood,pub principle. 

According to the Liquor 
Act, a municipality must first 
a|)prove in principle the es¬ 
tablishment of neighborhood 
pubs. After that, individual. 
applicatioas are\ screened and 
approved by the Liquor Ad¬ 
ministration Branch. 

Until approval of each aiv 
plication for neighborhood 
pubs was under city council’s 
jurisdiction, the city would 
refuse to approve the idea in 
principle. Young said. 

Ma\^8ley presented a plan 
to the committee which, he 
said, would minimize the 
danger of customers getting 
drunk and driving cars home. 

He proposed to issue iden¬ 
tification cards to .Tames Bay 
residents, and only patrons 
with such cards would be 
sen'ed in the pub. 


That way, he could draw oh 
a population of more than 
8,(XK). all within walking dis¬ 
tance at his pub at 5^ Simcoe 
where he operates a restaur¬ 
ant writh lounge licence.

The mayor repMed that was 
perhaps true for the "refined 
atmosphere of Lancashire, 
but where he came from in 
Glasgow, the drinking scene 
was "a disaster.’’ 


Peninsula water fuss 
may fall to province 


Solution of "the Saanich Pen¬ 
insula water problem may fall 
to the provincial government 
by default at the end of this 
month.' 

Members of the Peninsula 
Water Committee that met 
Wednesday %ave conflicting 
accounts Thursday of a con¬ 
sensus reached for the style 
of {peninsula water authoritV 
needed. 

Meanwhile the deadline set 
by Municipal Affairs Minister 
Hugh Ourtis is only a week 
away. 

Numerous meetings' and 
months of talk have failed to 
produce a solution to the dif¬ 
ficulty of bulk waler supply to 
the peninsula now served by 
numerous—sometimes over¬ 
lapping-water authorities. 

Committee members' dis¬ 
agree on whether a solution 
was found this week. 

Neither Central Sbanich nor 
Brentwood lik^ any of the 
four alternatives Curtis set 
down, several members said. 

Proposing a fifth that would 
set up an independent water 
authority alongside existing 
fragmented authorities, the 
two have gone against the al¬ 
ternative North Saanich and 
.Sidney would firefer. 


Central Saanich Mayor 
Jean Butler appears to be¬ 
lieve her municipality at least 
partly got its way this week. 

Sidney Mayor Peter Mal¬ 
colm, who did not attend, also 
told the Colonist the Central 
Saanich-Brentwood proposal \ 
was the one the committee 
looked on most favorably.
